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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Firstly, the applicant argues that Bloom is directed 
towards latex paint compositions to provide dry paint films that are more durable and water resistant and Carpenter is directed towards 
providing thickener compounds in personal care products, such as shampoos, particularly baby shampoos. The examiner has considered 
the applicant's arguments, however, the examiner disagrees. Bloom and Carpenter are drawn to aqueous systems comprising surfactants, 
therefore it would have been obvious to combine the references since both references are drawn to similar systems. It is noted that a prima 
facie case of obviousness does not require the solution of the same problem or recognition of the same advantages as applicant's 
invention. In re Dillion, 1 6 USPQ 2nd 1 897. Secondly, the applicant argues Bloom does not provide compounds comprising more than one 
double unsaturated acryl residue, as Bloom is directed to mono-esters. The examiner disagrees because Bloom teaches polyunsaturated 
fatty acid or derivatives which would read on linolenic acid derivative which has a 1 .2 groups/molecule that comprises a hydrocarbyl group 
comprising at least two ethylenic double bonds. Moreover, the applicant argues that replacing Carpenter's optional saturated fatty acid 
groups or mono-unsaturated fatty acid groups with Bloom's polyunsaturated fatty acid mono-ester groups also fails to provide any 
guarantee of success that such a change to a personal care product thickener would develop an effective emulsifier. The applicant has not 
provided evidence that by replacing Carpenter's fatty acid groups with Bloom's polyunsaturated fatty acid would not develop an effective 
emulsifier. Lastly, the examiner has considered the applicant's unexpected results, however, the showing of unexpected results are not 
commensurate in scope with the claims in terms of the components and amounts of components. It has been held that to overcome a 
reasonable case of prima facie obviousness a given claim must be commensurate in scope with any showing of unexpected results, In re 
Greenfield, 197 USPQ 227. . 
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
